GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The conditions of sixteen stake races for 
Brighton Beach have been prepared by Secre- 
tary Sass and will be published shortly. With 
the exception of the Brighton Cup none will bo 
of the guaranteed variety. The race for the 
cup will be for the guaranteed sum of $7,500 
an increase in value of .$2,500, the distance re- 
maining at two and a quarter miles with weight 
for age conditions. Dropping the guarantee 
stake system is in compliance with the ex- 
pressed wish of the majority of eastern owners, 
and the outlook is that the eastern racing 
organizations will return generally to the old 
system of sweepstakes; forfeits and a liberal 
sum of 'added money. When first suggested, 
guaranteed stakes were highly favored by racing 
associations and owners alike, by the latter 
because they knew definitely what they were 
racing for and by the former because of the 
palpable reduction in labor and expenditure 
from the forfeit system. 



The officials of racing organizations have seen 
reason to change their view’s concerning the 
i^dvantageous features of the guaranteed stake 
system, but it has gradually dawned upon 
owners that under that system their horses 
were as a rule raced for a sort of jack-pot con- 
tributed by themselves in the form of cash entry 
money and starting money. An average guar- 
anteed stake of $1,000 to $1,500 looks very well on 
paper but not nearly as pretty to horse owners 
now as it did two or three years ago, because 
after laborious and long continued pondering 
over the problem, they have discovered that in 
many cases the associations have not had to 
contribute a solitary cent to the sum 
total of stakes that at tJ'.e first glance looked 
like very liberal efforts to help the poor horse- 
men along. Hence the demand for a return 
to the system under which the horsemen, 
besides having their ow n sweepstakes to run for^, 
could also depend upon a liberal added contri- 
bution of cash from the racing associations. 
The reversion to old conditions will strike 
the west also before long. 

One step proposed at Brighton Beach seems 
to be conceived on right lines. It is to make 
entrance to all over-night events free, but to 
charge $10 or more for the privilege of scratch- 
ing, the obvious intent being to insure that 
horses entered would almost surely go to the post 



According to the supplement of Messrs. 
Weatherby the returns of mares in England for 
1897 shows a slight increase over the number ac- 
counted for in, 189o and also in the number of 
foals. In 1896 the total number of mares re- 
ported w’as 5,415, from which there were 1,652 
colts and 1,652 fillies, wffiile in 1897, from 5,556 
mares there were 1,710 colts and 1,638 fillios. In 
1896 the number of barren mares was 1,287 as 
against 1,247 in 1897. The total number of foals 
in 1897 was 3,348 from 5,556 mares. 

John L. Hervey the statistician of the Horse 
Review, a valued contributor to Daily Rac- 
ing Form, and the harness figure editor of the 
American Sporting Manual, writes: ‘T note 

^jh it you !>ay in Monday’s Form concerning 
Tom Ochiltree as being one of the few sons of 
Lexington still living. I saw the old horse 
last August at Wyndham Walden’s place at 
Middleburg, Md. The conqueror of Parole, 
Fellowcraft and Aristides and sire of Major 
Domo was then, Mr. W^alden told me, retired 
from service. His tw’enty-seven years sat heav- 
ily upon him and his gigantic frame was 
shrunken and bowed with age. There was, 
however, an astonishing resemblance still to be 
traced between him and the photograph which 
Schrelber took of his sire shortly before Lex- 
ington passed to the happy hunting grounds.” 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Officials of the Pacific Coast and California 
Jockey Clubs met last Thursday night to con- 
sider suggested changes in their division of 
time, but after discussion of the matter it was 
decided to stick to the present system of two 
weeks each alternately. As horse ow’ners com- 
plain of the expense entailed by the necessity of 
moving their horses back and forth it was agreed 
to arrange f jr cheaper rates, with the further 
possibility that the clubs may conclude to trans- 
port the horses free of charge to the owners. 

Possible the Parmer syndicate may be forced 
to radically change the announced plans for 
their proposed northern racing circuit. On 
this topic the Canadian Sportsman says: 
“There will be a determined effort made when 
Parliament assembles to pass a law limiting the 
number of days any one club can race; that 
limit is likely to be ten or twelve days. No 
more abominations like that at Windsor will be 
allowed to imperil the prosperity of legitimate 
sport in Canada.” 

E. S. Gardner & Son’s horses to be sent to 
Memphis from their Avondale Stock Farm 
February 15, are: White Frost, 4, Bangle, 3,

St. Ca rlo’s sterling son St. Cuthbert struck 
himself w’hile exercising recently, and as a con- 
sequence may be absent from the track for some 
time to come. Speaking of the St. Carlo’s, one 
of the very best, Ruinart, has been absent from 
th» starting post so long as to lead to the infer- 
ence that he must have gone wrong badly, 
though he w’as reported to be doing good work 
a month ago. 

The declarations from the Crescent City 
Derby, January 1, were A. Donahue’s Galileo 
and Onzaca ; J. J, McCafferty’s Gala Day and 
Kitefoot ; H. L. Stevens’ Hand D and Congola ; 
W, Showalter’s Possum; Tony Licalzi’s A1 
Fresco and the br. c, by Spendthrift— Thisbe. 
This leaves forty-one in, with one more declara- 
tion due. 

Lonnie Clayton and Marty Bergen are the 
most recent additions to the aggregation of rid- 
ing talent at the San Francisco tracks. It will 
be Clayton’s first experience on the coast, but 
he will not be long in establishing himself in 
deserved favoritism if he rides as well there as 
he did “down east” last year. 

Of the sixty odd mares at Melbourne Stud 
farm, over twenty are in foal to Prince of 
Monaco. As this horse is a full brother to St. 
Carlo and in some respects a better individual, 
it is no w^onder that a distinguished place in 
racing records is anticipated for his progeny. 

Fred Mossom has been secured to train the 
western string of Marcus Daly. Mossom form- 
erly trained for the Thompsons, of Brookdale.
